Cochin and Officers’ Training School, Mad- 
ras will be made on the results of a written examination to 
lie conducted by the Union Public Service Commission and 
an interview by a Services Selection Board. 

3. After admission to the Tndian Military Academy or the 
Naval Academy candidates will not be considered for any 
other Commission. They will also not be permitted to appear 
for any interview or examination after they have been finally 
selected for training in the Tndian Military Academy, or the 
Naval Academy.

4. A candidate for the Tndian Military Academy Course 
and/or Naval Academy Course must be an unmarried male 
Lind a candidate for the Short Service Commission CNon- 
Teehnical) Course must be a male. He must either be- 
ta) a citizen of Tndia, or 

(b) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

fd) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka and East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania with the intention of permanently settling 
in Tndia 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c) and 

(d) above shall be a person in whose favour a certificate of 
eligibility has been issued by the Government of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates who are Gorkba subjects of Nepal. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also be provisionally admitted to the Academy or School as 
the case may be subject to the necessary certificate being given 
to him by the Government.

ARD, THE STANDARD OF MEDICAL FITNESS ARE 
SHOWN IN APPENDIX III TO THE NOTIFICATION. 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE RE- 
JECTED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS. 
CANDIDATES ARE, THEREFORE, ADVISED IN THEIR 
OWN INTEREST TO C.ET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICA- 
TIONS, TO AVOTD DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL 
STAGE. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by 
a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
lit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Academy 
or the School. The mere fact that medical examination has 
been carried out by n Board of Service Doctors will not mean 
or imply that the candidate has been finally selected. The 
nroccedings of the Medical Board are confidential and cannot 
be divulged to anyone. The results of candidates declared 
unfit/temporarily unfit are intimated to them along with the 
procedure for submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No 
request for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board. 

Candidates are advised in their own interest that if their 
vision does not come tin to the standard, they must bring with 
them their correcting glasses if and when called fo r Services 
Selection Board Interview/Medical Examination. 

6. Candidates for the Indian Military Academy Course or 
Naval Academy Course must undertake not to marry until they 
complete their full training. A candidate who marries sub- 
sequent to the date of his application, though successful at 
this or any subsequent examination will not be selected for 
training. A candidate who marries during training shall he 
discharged and will be liable to refund all expenditure in- 
curred on him by the Government. 

No candidate for the Short Service Commission (N.T.) 
Course — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(Ij) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person 

shall be eligible for admission to the Officers’ Training School/ 
grant of Short Service Commission. 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such oerson and the other partv to the marriage and there 
are grounds for so doing exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this rule. 

7. Candidates for the Indian Military Academv and Naval 
Academy Courses must have attained the age of 19 vears and 
must pot have attained the age of 22 vears on 1st July. 
1977 i.f.. they must have been born not earlier than 2nd 
Tulv, 1955 and not later than 1st Julv, 1958. A candi- 
date for the Short Service Commission (Non-Technical 1 
Course must have attained the age of 19 vears and must not 
have attained the age of 23 vears on 1st Jnlv, 1977 i.e., he 
must have been born not earlier than 2nd Julv, 1951 and not 
later than 1st July, 1958. 

the PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED. 

R. A candidate must hold a degree of anv of the Universities 
enumere‘-d in Aonendix I or must possess any of the qualifica- 
tions mentioned in Appendix I-A. 

Note I.— A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the pawing of wh'ch wou'd render him eligible to 
aonegr nt this examination hut has not been informed of the 
result mnv annlv for admission to 'he examination. A candi- 
date who intends to appear at such a nunlifvinc examination 
mav also apnlv. Such candidates will be admitted to this 
examination, if otherwise eligible, but the admission would be 


deemed to be Provisional. The candidature of such candidates 
will stand cancelled if they do not produce proof of having 
passed the examination as soon as possible and in any case 
not later than a date which may be fixed by the Union Public 
Service Commission tn this regard.

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vl) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina- 
tion, or 

Ivii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

fix) attempting to commit or as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may in addition to 
rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution be 
liable — 

(a) to be disqualified bv the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(a) to be debarred either permanently or for a speci- 
fied period — 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination 
or selection held by them; 
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(ii) by the Central Government, from nny 
employment under them; and 

(c) if he is already in service under Government, 
to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules.

16. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination as fixed by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion. Such candidates shall appear before 
a Services Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality 
Tests. 

Candidates who qualify in written examination for I.iVf.A. 
fD.F.) Course and/or Navy (S.E.) Course, irrespective of 
whether they have also qualified for S.S.C. (N.T.) Course or 
not, will be detailed for S.S.H. tests in March/April, 1977 and 
candidates who qualify for S.S.C. (N.T.) Course only will b; 
detailed for SSB. tests in June /July, 1977. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks separately in (i) writtert examination, and

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of (he examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

IS. Candidates when called for interview by a Services 
Selection Board, Medical Examination or for subseauent 
training will be eligible for travelling allowance in accordance 
with (he rules then in force. Candidates who have previously 
been before a Services Selection Board for the same type of 
Commission me not entitled to travelling allowance when 
called up for Services Selection Board interviews or Medical 
Examination on subsequent occasions. 

1.9. Success at the examination confers no right of admis- 
sion to the Indian Mil'tarv Academy, the Naval Academy or 
the Officers’ Training School. 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects fo- admission to the Indian Military 
Academy, the Naval Academy or the Officers’ Training School 
as the case may be,

The correla- 
tion table is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be 
applied universally. A 10 per cent (±6 kg. for the 
Navy) departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal 
limits. There may nevertheless be some individuals 
who according to the above standard may be over- 
weight but from the general build of the body 
are fit in every respect. The overweight in such 
cases may be due to heavy bones and muscular 
development and not to obesity. .Similarly for those 
who are underweight, the criteria should be 
general build of the body and proportionate 
development rather than rigid adherence to the 
standards in the above table. 

(c) Chest , — The chest should be well-developed with a 
minimum range of expansion of 5.0 cm. The candidate’s chest 
will be measured by making him stand erect with his feet 
together, and his arms raised over his head. The tape will be 
so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
inferior angles of the shoulder blades behind and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the sides. Care will be 
taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or hack- 
wards so ns to displace the tape. The candidate will then be 
directed to take a deep inspiration several times and the 
maximum and minimum expansion of the chest will be care- 
fully noted.

Brief Particulars of service etc are given below :■ — 

(A) FOR CANDIDATES JOINING THE INDIAN MILI- 
TARY ACADEMY, DEHRA DUN. 

1. Before the candidate joins the Indian Military Aca- 
demy — 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
other relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of the training or where bodily irffirmitv or 
death results in the course of or us a result of a 
surgical operation performed upon or anaesthesia 
administered to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid or otherwise, 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to sign a 
bond to the effect that, if for anv reason Considered 
within his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the completion of the course or fails to 
accept a commission, if offered, he will be liable to 
refund the whole Or such portion of the cost of 
tuition, food, clothing and pay and allowances re- 
ceived. as may be decided upon by Government. 

2. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about 18 months. Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets*. Gentlemen 
cadets will be dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes 
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under the rules and regulations of the Indian Military Aca- 
demy. 

3. While the cost of training indluding accommodation, 
books, uniforms, hoarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses 
at the Indian Military Academy are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 55.00 per mensem. If a cadet’s parent or guardian is 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure, linaD- 
cial assistance may be granted by the Government. No cadet 
whose parent or guardian has an income of Rs. 350.00 per 
mensem or above would be eligible for the grant of the 
financial assistance. The immovable property and other assets 
and income from all sources, are also taken into account for 
determining the eligibility for financial assistance. 

The parent /guardian of a candidate desirous of having any 
financial assistance, should immediately after his son/ ward 
has been finally selected for training at the Indian Military 
Academy submit an application through the District Magis- 
trate of his District who will wilb his recommendations for- 
ward the application to the Commandant, Indian Military 
Academy, Dchra Dun. 

4. Candidates finally selected for training at the Indian 
Military Academy will be required to deposit the following 
amount with the Commandant on arrival 

(a) Pocket allowance for five months at Rs. 5.00 per 
month.

(b) Tor items of clothing and equipment. — Rs. 800.00

The value of one scholar- 
ship is up to the maximum of Rs. 500.00 per annum for the 
duration of a cadet’s stay at the Indian Military Academy 
subject to the cadet making satisfactory progress. The cadets 
who are granted, this scholarship will not be entitled to any 
other financial assistance from the Government. 

(2) COLONEL KENDAL PRANK MEMORIAL Scholar- 
ship. — This Scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360.00 pur 
annum and is awarded to an eligible MARAXHA cadet who 
should be a son of ex-serviceman. The Scholarship is in addi- 
tion, to any financial assistance from the Government. 

6. An outfit allowance at. the rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet belonging to 
the Indian Military Academy will, he placed at the disposal 
of the Commandant of the Academy. The unexpended por- 
tion of this allowance will be — 

(a) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a 
commission; or 

(b) if he is not granted a commission, refunded to the 
state. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal property of the cadet, scuch articles will however, 
be withdrawn from, a cadet who resigns while under training 
or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. 
The article withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advan- 
tage of the State. 

7. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign whilst 
under training. However, Gentlemen Cadets resigning after 
the commencement of training may be allowed to proceed 
home pending acceptance of their resignation by Array HQ. 
Cost of training, messing and allied services will be recovered 
from them before their departure. They and their parents/ 
guardians will he required to execute a bond to this effect 
before the candidates are allowed to join Indian Military 
Academy. A Gentlemen Cadet who is not considered suitable 
to complete the full course of training may with permission 
of the Government be discharged. An Army candidate under 
these circumstances will be reverted to his Regiment 
Corps. 


8. Commission will be granted only on successful comple- 
tion oi training. The date of commission will be that 
following the date of successful completion of training. 
Commission will be permanent. 

9. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other conditions 
of service, after the grant of commission, will be identical 
with those applicable from time to time to regular officers of 
the army. 

Training ; — 

10. At the Indian Military Academy Army Cadets nr - 
known as Gentlemen Cadets and are given streuuous military 
training for a period of 18 months aimed at turning out 
officers capable of leading infantry sub-units. On successful 
completion of training, Gentlemen Cadets arc granted Perma- 
nent Commission in the rank of 2nd Lt. subject to being 
medically lit in S.H.A.P.E.

(vi) No cadet will normally be permitted to resign- while 
under training. A cadet who is not considered suitable to 
complete the full course at the Indian-Naval .Ships- 
and establishments may, with the approval ol the Government 
be withdrawn, from training and discharged. A service cadet 
under these circumstances may be reverted to his original 
appointment. A cadet thus discharged or reverted will not 
be eligible for re-admission to a subsequent course. Cases 
of cadets who are allowed to resign on compassionate 
grounds, may, however, be considered on merits. 

2. Before a candidate is selected as a cadet in the Indian 
Navy, his parent or guardian will be required to sign — 

(a) A certificate to the effect that he fully understands 
that he or his son or ward shall not be entitled to 
claim any compcnsalion or other relief from the 
Government in respect of any injury which his son 
or ward may sustain in the course of or as a result 
of the training or where bodily infirmity or death 
results in the course of or as a result of a surgical 
operation performed upon or anaesthesia adminis- 
tered to hitn for the treatment of any injury received 
as aforesaid or otherwise. 

(b) A bond to the effect that jf for anv reasons considered 
within the control of the candidate he wishes to 
withdraw from training or fails to accept a commis- 
sion, if offered, he will be liable to refund .the whole 
or such portion of the cost of tuition, food, clothing 
and pay and allowances received, as may be decided 
upon bv Government.

(C) FOR CANDIDATES JOINING THE OFFICERS’ 
TRAINING SCHOOL. MADRAS. 

1. Before the candidate joins the Officers’ Training School, 
Madras — 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled to claim anv compensation or 
other relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of the training, or where bodily infirmity 
or death results in the course of or as a result of a 
surgical operation performed upon or anaesthesia 
administered to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid o r otherwise. 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to sign a 
bond to the effoct that, if for any reason considered 
within bis control the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the. completion of the course or fails to ac- 
cept a commission if offered or marries whilo under 
training at the Officers’ Training School, he will 
be liable to refund the whole or such portion of 
the cost of tuition, food, clothing and pay and al- 
lowances received as may be decided upon by the 
Government. 

2. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training at the Officers' Training School for an approximate 
period of 9 months. Candidates will be enrolled under the 
Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets’. Gentlemen cadets will be 
dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes under the rules 
and regulations of the Officers’ Training School, 

3. While the cost of traininii including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
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their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses 
during pre-Commission training are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 55 per month but if the cadets pursue auy hobbies such 
as photography, Shikar, hiking etc. they may require addi- 
tional money. In case, however, the cadet is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even the minimum expenditure financial as- 
sistance at rates which are subject to change from time to 
time, may be given provided ,-the cadet and his parent/guar- 
dian have an income below Rs. 350 per month. The rate of 
assistance under the existing orders is Rs. 55 per month. A 
candidate desirous of having financial assistance should im- 
mediately after being finally selected for training submit An 
application on the prescribed form through the District Magis- 
trate of his district who will forward the application to the 
Commandant, Officers Training School, MADRAS along 
with his verification report. 

4. Candidates finally selected for training at the Officers’ 
Tfsaining School will be required to deposit the following

1. Selected candidates will be enrolled under the Army 
Act as Gentlemen Cadets and will undergo a course of train- 
ing at the Officers Training School for an approximate period 
o_f nine months. On successful completion of training 
Gentlemen Cadets are granted Short Service Commission in 
the rank of 2/Lt. from the date of successful completion of 
training. 

10. Terms and conditions of Service

from the date he receives his Commission. If he is reported 
on within the probationary period as unsuitable to retain his

(c) Tenure of appointment and Promotion 

Short Service Commission in the Regular Army will be 
granted for a period of five years.

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suitable in all respects, be considered for Ihe grant of 
Permanent Commission in the last year of their Short Service 
Commission in accordance with the relevant rules. Those 
who are not granted Permanent Commission will be given 
the option ,o continue as Short Service Commissioned Officers 
for a further period of five years. 

Short Service Commissioned Officers will be eligible for 
promotion o the rank of Substantive Lieut after completion 
of 2 years of full pay commissioned Service, Acting promo- 
tion will be governed by the rules as applicable to permanent 
regular officers. 

(d) Pay and allowances 

Officers granted Short Service Commission will receive 
pay and allowances as applicable to the regular officers of 
the Army.

(e) Leave ; For leave, these officers will be governed by 
rules applicable to Short Service Commissioned Officers as 
given in Chapter V of the Leave Rules for the Service Vol. 
I— Army. They will also be entitled to leave on passing out 
of the Officers Training School and before assumption of 
duties under the provisions of Rule 91 ibid. 


(f) Termination oj Commission : An officer granted Short 
Service Commission will be liable to serve for five years 
but his Commission may be terminated at any time by the 
Government of India — 

(i) for misconduct or if services are found to be un- 
satisfactory; or 

(ii) on account o£ medical unfitness; or 

(iii) if his services are no longer required; or 

(iv) if he fails to qualify in any prescribed test or 
Course. 

An officer may on giving three months notice be permitted 
to resign his Commission on compassionate grounds of which 
the Government of India will be the sole judge. An officer 
who is permitted to resign his Commission on compassionate 
ground will not be eligible for terminal gratuity, 

(g) Pensionary benefits 

(i) These are under consideration. 

(ii) SSC officers on expiry of their five years’ term are 
eligible for terminal gratuity of Rs. 5,000.00 

(h) Reserve Liability 

On being released on the expiry of the five years Short 
Service Commission or extension thereof, they will carry a 
reserve liability for a period of five years or up to the age 
of 40 years whichever is earlier. 

(1) Miscellaneous : All other terms and conditions of 
Service where not at variance with the above provisions will 
he the same as for regular officers. 
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
